Result Shows Incumbent Failed to Get Credit for 


651 Ballots in Official Count 


The recount oT 103 precincts in Ala- 


meda 
county In the contest between 


County Clerk John P. Cook and George E. 
Gross, candidate for the office, was com- 
pleted before Superior Judge Welts this 
morning. The grand jury adjourned yes- 
terday to meet Thursday morning for the 
purpose of further investigating the alle- 
gations of wholesale election frauds, in- 
cluding illegal voting and forgery of per- 
sons' names on the precinct rosters. 


The recount as completed today showed 


that County Clerk Cook should have been 
credited with 651 more votes in the of- 
ficial count of the 103 precincts than wer« 
accorded him by the election officers In 
their perusal of tte ballots. At the close 
Cock came out 435 votes In the plurality 
over Gross while In the official count 
Gross had received a plurality of 156 
votes. 


Ko material discrepancy was discovered 


in the recount of the remaining nine elec- 
tion precincts before Judge Wells this 
morning, although County Clerk Cook 
made a net gain of ten votes. 


GRAND JURY ADJOURNS.

Wherever Captain John D. FredericKs, Re- 


publican nominee for Governor, has appeared in 
this campaign he has been given the most cordial, 
enthusiastic and tremendous meetings that have 
ever greeted a candidate in California. Wherever 
he has spoHen he has been listened to attentively, 
has made a profound impression, and following* 
each of these gatherings has been fairly over- 
whelmed with tenders of support from men and 
women of all political parties.
